To  Whom  do  the  Trees  Belong? 

To  The  ritizoji: 

Your  editorial  on  trifle*  was  timely, 
and  would  have  been  so  if  published  at 
any  time  within  the,  last  ten  years.  It 
has  the  right  ring  aliout  it.  The  abuse 
of  the  trees  in  our  streets  and  public 
grounds  has  long  been  a  source  of  annoy¬ 
ance  to  our  eitizeus;  but  how  to  stop  it^ 
is  the  question.  Though  called  a  trifle, 
you  show  liefore  you  get  through  with  it, 
that  this  is  no  trifling  nuisance,  and  that 
the  time  to  put  an  end  to  it  has  come.
